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In  our  1931  catalog  we  made  this  statement:  “Another  very  im¬ 
portant  new  gladiolus  species  has  just  recently  been  discovered,  we 
will  offer  seed  of  this  just  as  soon  as  it  is  available.” 

A  year  ago  it  did  not  seem  possible  nor  did  we  expect  to  be  able 
to  offer  seed  of  this  new  discovery  so  soon,  but  through  the  heroic 
efforts  of  Mr.  W.  H.  Stokes,  who  discovered  this  new  species,  we 
are  enabled  to  offer  a  limited  supply  this  year  for  the  first  time  any¬ 
where.  We  are  the  exclusive  agents  for  Mr.  Stokes  in  the  United 
States  and  this  new  species  is  not  obtainable  from  any  other  source. 

This  new  gladiolus  species  is  distinctly  different  from  any  other 
known  G.  species  or  hybrid  gladiolus.  G.  coccineus  requires  8  months 
from  planting  to  bloom,  the  shape  of  the  flower  is  new.  Its  blooming 
season  is  December,  Christmas  time,  the  color  is  a  reddish  crimson, 
9  to  14  blossoms  open  at  a  time. 

The  size,  color  and  time  of  bloom  makes  it  a  very  valuable  ac¬ 
quisition,  just  as  it  is  without  any  development  for  florist,  green¬ 
house  or  culture  in  sections  of  the  United  States  where  it  may  be 
grown  out  of  doors.  It  must  be  planted  in  April  to  come  into  bloom 
in  its  natural  blooming  season,  December,  a  season  when  there  is  a 
scarcity  of  flowers  and  a  strong  demand  for  brilliant  Christmas 
color  which  G.  coccineus  possesses.

The  gladiolus  is  cross  and  self  pollinated  with  the  utmost  ease  and  in  an 
extremely  wide  variety  of  manner.  Each  flower  requires  a  period  of  from  three 
to  four  days  or  longer  to  develop  from  the  opening  to  the  wilting  stage,  gov¬ 
erned  largely  by  weather  conditions.  The  stigma  is  receptive  for  the  greater 
part  of  this  time  and  the  pollen  laden  anther  cells  are  usually  ripe  from  the 
bud  to  the  wilting  stage  inclusive.  In  the  wilting  and  closing  up  of  the  flower 
nature  sees  to  it  that  the  stigma  and  anthers  are  folded  together  in  a  close 
embrace. 

The  flower  is  host  to  a  large  variety  of  visitors,  all  more  or  less  carrying 
pollen  from  other  varieties  and  a  true  to  name  hand-made  cross  can  only  be 
obtained  by  positively  preventing  any  and  all  of  these  natural  processes  of 
pollinization  from  taking  place.  In  other  words,  no  pollen,  excepting  that  in¬ 
tended,  can  be  allowed  to  come  into  contact  with  the  stigma  at  any  stage  of 
the  life  of  the  flower  if  a  true  to  name  cross  is  to  be  obtained. 

We  obtain  our  pollen  and  make  all  of  our  crosses  in  insect  proof,  moisture 
proof  and  wind  proof  sash  and  cloth  covered  enclosures  in  which  we  grow 
all  the  varieties  we  wish  to  cross.  We  remove  the  pollen  from  the  bud  in  the 
green  stage  and  it  cannot  become  contaminated  or  mixed  and  there  is  no 
possible  chance  of  any  pollen  reaching  or  coming  into  contact  with  any  stigma 
unless  we  place  it  there  by  hand. 

When  we  say  Heavenly  Blue  upon  Ave  Maria,  the  seed  produced  is  Heav¬ 
enly  Blue-Ave  Maria  and  nothing  else,  and  so  on  with  all  of  our  hand  made 
crosses.  When  buying  hand  pollinated  gladiolus  seed  be  sure  you  know  how 
it  was  produced.  If  it  was  not  produced  under  absolute  control,  then  it  is  sim¬ 
ply  meaningless  and  worthless  for  definite  results  and  you  are  better  off  buy¬ 
ing  the  less  expensive  self  pollinated  seed  for  the  results  will  be  the  same — - 
indefinite.

This  discovery  leads  to  the  desire  to  create  seedlings  that  will  surpass  varieties 
already  in  existence  and  even  if  the  everpresent  possibility  is  not  realized  at 
once,  the  growing  of  gladiolus  seed  will  supply  a  far  greater  and  more  fre¬ 
quent  number  of  thrilling  and  fascinating  experiences  than  that  of  any  other 
known  flower. 

Gladiolus  seed  is  divided  into  two  classes — self  pollinated  and  hand  pollin¬ 
ated.  The  first  is  produced  in  the  open  field  where  nature’s  agencies  have  cross 
pollinated  the  flower.  Fine  specimens  do  not  appear  as  frequently  as  from 
hand  pollinated  seed  and  larger  quantities  must  be  planted  for  good  results. 

Our  collection  of  gladiolus  from  originators  from  all  over  the  world  con¬ 
sists  of  over  700  named  varieties.  Practically  every  color,  form  and  type  of 
hybrid  gladiolus  and  many  species  is  represented  in  this  collection.  It  is  from 
this  exceptionally  large  number  of  named  varieties  that  we  gather  our  self 
pollinated  gladiolus  seed.  The  inter  crossing  of  these  many  different  varieties 
by  nature’s  agencies  will  produce  a  vastly  superior  quality  of  self  pollinated 
gladiolus  seed  than  can  be  produced  from  a  smaller  collection  or  of  one 
originator  or  strain  alone. 

If  gladiolus  seed  is  planted  early,  in  flats  with  a  wire  screen  bottom  and 
these  sunk  into  the  ground  outdoors  when  warm  weather  arrives,  bloom  may 
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easily  be  had  the  first  year  from  seed.

In  growing  the  seed  into  bulbs  our  methods  of  production  are  rather  more 
expensive  again  because  we  grow  all  of  our  seed  under  special  heavy  impervi¬ 
ous  paper  mulching,  this  control  of  heat  and  moisture  content  in  the  soil  pro¬ 
duces  bulbs  and  bulblets  that  will  display  what  is  contained  in  them  the  first 
time  they  bloom,  an  item  well  worth  the  extra  cost  of  production. 

We  do  not  know — no  one  knows — what  is  contained  in  these  unbloomed 
bulbs.  To  protect  our  patrons  we  give  a  written  guarantee  with  each  purchase 
of  these  unbloomed  hand  pollinated  seedling  bulbs.
